Following this briefing 
the. Director indicated that this problem should be taken in hand as a problem 
of intelligence coordination and requested that a report be made recommending 
further action to be taken. He indicated that this matter has been under 
discussion with Secretary Lovett and it was felt that even though there was 
only one chance in ten thousand that one of these incidents was unerrolainable 
it was worthwhile to make every effort to investigate the facts. One serious 
question remaining is whether there has been an objective evaluation of facts 
or whether . this evaluation has been done by persons convinced before the 
investigation that the instances were eixplained by natural causes. Several lines 
ox investigation were suggested at the OSI briefing. Recommended Dr,

investigation will require extensive use of resources under command of the 
operational division of Air Forces.
